For a period of five (5) years, the Firm shall make its working papers and other evidence of audit
services available to duly authorized representatives of the District or other governmental
authorities. The Firm agrees to make its working papers available to successor audit firms.

However, if any litigation, claim, negotiation, audit or other action arising out of or related in any
way to this Contract has been started before the expiration of the five (5) year period, the records

shall be retained for one (1) year after all issues arising out of the action are finally resolved,
wnership of Documents and Work Papers

If, through any cause, the Firm shall fail to fulfill, in a timely and proper manrer, as determined
by the District, its obligations under this contract, or if the Firm shall violate any of the covenants,
agreements, or stipulations of this contract, the District, with the written consent of the Office of
the State Auditor, shall thereupon have the right to terminate this contract by giving written notice
to the Firm of such termination and specifying the effective dale of such termination. However,
prior to termination of this contract by the District, the District must provide written justification
to the Office of the State Auditor documenting the reasons for requesting that the contract be
ferminated. The District must obtain written approval from the Office of the Stale Auditor prior
to terminating the contract. Furthermore, the Firm should notify the Office of the State Auditor
and the District as soon as possible if deadlines cannot be met.

Reduction of Compensation

papers prescribed herein, the District may, with the consent of the Office of the State Auditor,
reduce the agreed compensation by an amount not to exceed fen percent of the total contract price
for the applicable fiscal year. If reports and/or corrections to the working papers are overdue by
30 days or more, the District may reduce, with the consent of the Office of the State Auditor, the
agreed compensation by an amount not to exceed twenty percent of the total contract price for the

Contract Termination Compensation

The District, with the consent of the Office of the State Auditor, may terminate this contract at
any time, for any reason other than those reasons contained in paragraph 15 above, by piving
wrilten notice to the Firm of such termination and specifying the effective date thereof, at least
ten days before the effective date of such termination.

However, prior to termination of this contract by
the District, the District must provide written justification to the Office of the State Auditor
documenting the reasons for requesting that the contract be terminated. The District must obtain
written approval from the Office of the State Auditor prior to terminating the contract.

Availability of Funds

this agreement is conditional upon the appropriation of funds by the Mississippi State Legislature
and receipt of state and/or federal funds. 1f funds are not appropriated for any fiscal year during
the contract term, the District will promptly notify the Finn, and the contract will terminate at the
end of the last fiscal year for which funds were appropriated. The District shall have the sole
right to determine whether funds are available for the payments or performances due under this
Coniract.

Modification or Renegotiation

The District, the OfTice of the State Auditor, or the Firm, may request changes in the scope of
services to be performed hereunder. Such changes, including any increase or decresse in the
amount of the Firm’s compensation, which are mutually agreed upon by the District and the Firm,
shall be included in written amendments to this contract end subject to approval by the Office of
the Slate Audilor.

Contractor Requirements

limitation, court costs, investigative fees and expenses, and aftorneys’ fees, and claims for damage
arising out of or caused by the Firm and/or its partners, principals, agents, employees and./or
subconiractors in the performance of or failure to perform this Contract.

Third Party Action Notification: The Firm shall notify the District in writing within five (5}
business days of its receipt of liquidation or receivership proceedings or within five (5) business
days of its receipt of notification of any action or suit being filed or any claim being made against
the Firm or the District by any entity that may rosult in litigation related in any way to this
Contract and/or which may affect the Firm’s performance under this Contract. Failure of the
Firm to provide such writlen notice to the District shall be considered a material breach of this
Contract and the District may, at its sole discretion, pursue its rights as set forth in the
Termination clauses herein and any other remedies it may have at law or in equity.

Confidential Information

The Firm will be granted access to all client and claiment information necessary for completion
of the audit services described herein. The Firm and the Office of the State Auditor assure the
District that any and all information regarding clients and claimants of the District will be kept
strictly confidential. Any use or release of client or claimant information for purposes other than
to fulfill the Firm’s or the Office of the State Auditor’s responsibilities under this contract must
have the prier writien approval of the District.

Compliance with Laws
